Residents also asked the county 
to require that Thal install six ad- 
ditional parking spaces. The 
county requires that five parking 
spaces be added for each doctor 
who works in an office, and one 
space be added when a significant 
amount of office space is built. 


Mulligan, who spoke at the 
meeting, alleged that Thal had 
hired an additional optometrist 
without informing the county. 
Thal said he and another doctor 
both work part time, so only one 
doctor is seeing patients at a time. 

Thal agreed to build only two 
stories instead of three, as he had 
originally planned. The county 
then did not require him to install 
a parking space. 


County Supervisor Tom 
Powers, who represents Kens- 
ington, said he felt Thal and his 
neighbors had reached a 
compromise.

It will cost El Cerrito $115,000 to fix its 25-year-old community pool 


Repairs needed for cracked poo! 


By Charles Gallardo 
Though the city has pumped 
more than $100,000 into it, El 
Cerrito’s 25-year-old pool is 
cracked, leaking and badly in 
need of a complete renovation. 


“(It’s) a serious problem that 
we will need to resolve,”’ said Joel 
C. Witherell, director of El Cer- 
rito’s community services. 

Officials estimate it will cost 
$115,000 to fix the cracks, resur- 
face the deck area, install new tile 
and replace the pool heater. 

“Tt’s an old pool. It’s got aches 
and pains,’’ Witherell said. ‘‘It’s 
the kind of facility that’s highly 
prized by the community, but it 
does have a lot of costs associated 
with it.”’ 


Instead of dipping into the 
city’s over-burdened general 
fund, however, officials may take 
advantage of El Cerrito’s share of 
the recently-acquired Measure 


AA money. 
More than $660,000 is available 
for El Cerrito. Voters in Contra 


Costa and Alameda counties ap-_ 


proved the $225 million park 
bond measure last November. 


Seventy-five percent of the 
money went to regional parks and 
25 percent was split among cities 
in both counties to pay for im- 
proving parks and recreational 
facilities. 


Witherell said the city hasn’t 
yet determined if park bond 
measure money will be used for 
fixing the pool. Witherell’s 
Measure AA ‘“‘shopping list’’ 
already exceeds $3 million. 


The City Council is expected to 
decide in May which projects will 
take priority. 

The pool’s demand for non- 
stop maintenance is putting a con- 
stant drain on finances. 

In 1978, fissures from the mov- 


ing earth forced the city to spend 
$35,000 for a new fiberglass liner. 
Plumbing repairs cost another 
$30,000, and lighting an addi- 
tional $10,000, said Witherell. 


‘Pools do crack and they do 
leak water,’’ he said. ‘‘The pumps 
go 24 hours a day. It’s very com- 
plicated. It’s nothing (like) water- 
ing a baseball field.” 


The city’s parks also are over- 
due for renovation and repair, ac- 
cording to a city staff report. 


The October report listed possi- 
ble projects, including 
rehabilitating and landscaping the 
Community Center, making 
parks handicap-accessible, 
relighting parks and resurfacing 
the city’s 17 tennis courts. 


Also considered is a second 
senior center, expected to cost 
$600,000.

outlaw assault rifle

Alameda County Supervisor 
Don Perata, law enforcement of- 
ficials and clergy announced the 
formation of a citizens’ coalition 
to outlaw assault weapons and 
support legislation instituting 
such a ban. 

At a news conference at the 
Oakland International Airport 
last week Perata said he and other 
local officials have been looking 
into ways of eliminating assault 
weapons for more than a year. 
Their efforts were supported by 
the recent slaughter of five 
Stockton school children at the 
hands of Patrick Purdy, who used 
an assault rifle. 

“‘The use and easy access of 
these weapons can no longer be 
tolerated,’’ Perata said. 

The citizens’ group was formed 
to counter the anticipated 
onslaught of intimidation by the 
gun lobby, which Perata expects 
to oppose strongly the pending 
legislation that would ban assault 
weapons. 

“‘We will be in an entrenched, 
pitched battle with the National 
Rifle Associaton,”’ he said. 

“*We will ask every city council, 
board of superivsors and school 
board to endorse the legislation 
and will keep a daily score card of 
legislators’ positions on it,’’ he 
said. 

“This is a drop dead issue — if 
a legislator isn’t with us on this 
then nothing else matters.’’ 

Bill Eastman, Pleasanton 
Police Chief and head of the 
California Police Chiefs Associa- 
tion, called assault guns 
“‘weapons of war that are design- 
ed for one thing, to kill people in 
war.”’ 

“They are not necessary in the 
hands of an ordered society.’’ 

Eastman aimed his remarks at 
gun advocates who say the right 
to bear arms is a constitutional 
right. ‘‘This is not an issue of con- 
stitutional right — it’s clearly an 
issue of right and wrong.’’ 

Eastman criticized the state 
legislature for being slow to ban

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Drug raid 


Richmond police report more 
than 100 officers from various 
law enforcement agencies in the 
East Bay arrested 80 suspects in a 
major drug sweep of a Richmond 
apartment complex.

A Contra Costa County grand 
jury issued a report Tuesday con- 
cluding that 569 county voters 
were disenfranchised in the Nov. 
8 election because their absentee 
ballots were delivered to election 
= offices too late to be counted. 
According to the report, 569 
2 absentee ballots postmarked be- 
~ tween Nov. 3 and Nov. 7 did not 
arrive at the county election office 
in Martinez until Nov. 9. 

State election law forbids coun- 
ting ballots received after the 
polls close on election day, accor- 
ding to Contra Costa County Ac- 
ting Registrar of Voters Robert 
Delevati. 

The grand jury report com- 
plimented the county elections 
department on its handling of the 
1988 general election. It blamed 
the U.S. Postal Service not only 
for the late arrival of completed 
ballots but also for reported 
delays in the delivery of sample 
and absentee ballot forms to 
voters. 

Delevati said some absentee 
ballots took as long as five days to 
travel to election department of- 
fices from Concord. 

Dan DeMiglio, a spokesman 
for the Postal Service, blasted the 
grand jury for issuing an ‘“‘indict- 
ment’’ of the service without giv- 
ing representatives a chance to ex- 
amine the late ballots and answer 
the charges. 

““Not one postal person has 
been contacted,’’ he said. 

Nancy Walters, manager of 
commercial accounts for the 
Oakland division of the post of- 
fice, said she will meet with 
Delevati to look over the 
postmarks on disqualified ballots 
and determine what might have 
caused the delays. 

Walters said she has not seen 
the grand jury report and can’t 
comment on its specific conclu- 
sions. But she said first class let- 
ters mailed in Contra Costa 
County should reach destinations 
within the county the following 
day. 

Absentee ballots mailed and 
postmarked by voters traveling in 
other states obviously would take 
longer to reach the county elec- 
tion office, Walters said. 

Members of the grand jury 
could not be reached for details 
on the locations where the 569 
disqualified ballots were 
postmarked.

Students help ease the pain 


Albany youths help raise funds for schoolyard victims’ families 


By Ken Epstein 


The shooting in the Stockton 
school yard lasted only a few 
minutes. Five child victims were 
soon buried. 

But for some East Bay students 
the pain inflicted at Cleveland 
Elementary School will not easily 
be forgotten. 


Members of high school Asian 
clubs — from Albany, El Cerrito, 
Skyline, Fremont, Oakland Tech, 
Berkeley, — have joined together 
to raise money to help the South- 
east Asians who lost their chil- 
dren. 


Representatives from schools 
met at Berkeley High last week to 
plan fund raising activities and 
discuss the significance of the 
Stockton events. 

“This is not going to be over 
very soon. We are still in the first 


stage of trying to cope with it,’’ 
said guest speaker Vu Duc 
Vuong, executive director of San 
Francisco’s Center for Southeast 
Asian Refugée Resettlement. 

“‘We want to tell the (Stockton) 
children, though they may be only 
6 years old, that they matter as 
people,’’ he said. 


Fremont High junior Duy 
Nguyen said his club held a meet- 
ing at school that was attended by 
Asian and non-Asian students. 

“T know people who are put- 
ting their heart and soul into this 
(fund-raising),’’ he said. 

The group’s first activity will be 
a bowlathon, scheduled for Feb. 
20 at the Albany Bowl. More than 
100 students are expected to at- 
tend, said Steve Hamai, a counse- 
lor from the Berkeley Asian 
Youth Center. 

The discussion, while mostly 
focusing on fund raising, also ge- 


nerated some debate. 

Fremont senior Vi Tri Huynh 
wanted to know if raising money 
is really useful. 

“How does this kind of fund 
raising keep this hatred from 
happening again?’’ he asked. 

Responded Hamai, ‘‘By com- 
ing together, we make a common 
bond. We can accomplish some- 


thing together.” 
Skyline High student body 
president Wayland Shiu said 


some students at his school are re- 

luctant to get involved in the 

group’s activities. They view it as 
pealing only to Asian students, 
said.

Widener, local politicoes 
form ‘transition committee’

Newly-appointed Alameda 
County Supervisor Warren 
Widener formed a transition com- 
mittee of more than 50 elected of- 
ficials and community leaders to 
advise him on issues crucial to his 
district. 

At a news conference in his of- 
fice Monday, Widener said the 
purpose of the committee is to 
“reach out to the diverse com- 
munities in the Fifth District and 
give them an opportunity to ex- 
press what they perceive to be the 
most important issues and how to 
go about solving problems.’’ 

Widener said he would have ap- 
pointed such an advisory commit- 
tee no matter what the cir- 
cumstances were of his getting the 
job, but he said that because of 
the ‘‘divisiveness”’ of the selection 
process the committee ‘‘becomes 
even more important.”’ 

The four other Alameda Coun- 
ty supervisors last week appointed 


Widener to fill the first two years 
of former Supervisor John 
George’s four-year term. George, 
who was reelected to a fourth 
term last November, died of a 
heart attack in December. 

In June 1990 an election will be 
held to pick someone to fill the 
last two years of George’s term. 

Fourteen people wrote letters to 
the Board of Supervisors asking 
to be appointed to the post. 

The Fifth District includes 
Albany, Berkeley, West Oakland 
and Emeryville. 

Keith Carson, an aide to Con- 
gressman Ron Dellums (D- 
Oakland), claimed he had more 
support from George’s pro- 
gressive constituency than did 
Widener, a moderate who was 
mayor of Berkeley for eight years 
until the more liberal Gus 
Newport defeated him in 1979. 

After the supervisors appointed 
Widener, Carson immediately an- 
nounced he would run in the 1990 
election. 


Widener appointed Paul Cobb, 
another of the top contenders for 
the post, to the transition com- 
mittee, but he did not name Car- 
son to the list. 

Committee chairman will be 
Bishop Roy Nichols of the United 
Methodist Church of Berkeley. 
Alana Coleman, who managed 
George’s campaign in 1988, will 
be vice chairwoman. 


Among the public’officials on 
the committee are Albany Mayor 
Ed McManus; Oakland Mayor 
Lionel Wilson; State Sen. Nick 
Petris (D-Oakland); State 
Assemblyman Elihu Harris (D- 
Oakland); Emeryville Mayor Ken 
Bukowski; Oakland School 
Board President Sheila Jordan; 
and three members of the 
Berkeley City Council. 


Widener said the committee 
will provide ‘‘input and involve- 
ment’’ in helping prioritize items. 
But, he said, ‘‘In the final 
analysis, I’m the final vote.” 


Officials try to unsnarl local traffic 


Virtually all major Bay Area 
public transportation agencies 
have banded together to promote 
the use of public transportation in 
February as a means of reducing 
traffic congestion on freeways. 

Linking the Transbay Ter- 
minal’s 50th anniversary this 
month with the start-up of the 
“Beat the Back-Up’’ campaign, 
officials from the transit agencies, 
along with representatives of local 
governments and the news media, 
turned out in full force recently to 
declare February public transpor- 
tation month. 

The campaign sponsored by 
KPIX-TV and KCBS-Radio is 
aimed at changing commuters’ at- 
titudes on puble transportation. 

The month-long promotion will 


use prizes and trip giveaways to 
entice commuters away from their 
cars and onto buses, trains and 
ferries. 

Twenty-five passes that will 
allow the rider passage on nearly 
any regional transit line for a full 
year will be given away in a KPIX 
contest. A round trip cruise to 
Alaska and a ski trip also will be 
offered as bait to get skeptical 
commuters to participate in the 
campaign. 

A large portion of the Bay 
Area’s general population, polled 
at 37 percent, lists traffic and 
transportation problems as the 
region’s No. 1 concern.

Day,’’ when all commuters are 
urged either to carpool or hop on 
public transportation. 


KPIX General Manager 
Carolyn Wean compared the

Why smoking is so tough to quit 


C. Everett Koop, the surgeon 
general of the United States, said 
it’s harder to stop smoking than 
to give up heroin and millions of 
people who have quit since a ne- 
gative national report on the habit 
was first issued might agree. 

“T think the fact that people are 
still trying to quit some 25 years 
after the issuance of this first re- 
port ... shows that the knowledge 
alone is not enough to make it 
easy for most people to stop 
smoking,’ said Helen Jones, 
communications director at the 
American Cancer Society in San 
Francisco. 

Sometimes accompanied by 
disrupted sleep patterns, irritabi- 
lity, anger, headaches or consti- 
pation, would-be non-smokers at- 
tempt to stop a habit that is be- 
coming as unpopular as it is un- 
healthy, only to backslide again 
and again. Of small comfort to 
these people is the knowledge that 
it is physiologically addicting, as 
well as habit-forming. 

“It has only been in the last few 
years that the scientific commun- 
ity has talked about a physiologi- 
cal addiction,’’ Jones said. ‘‘The 
cells in your body really know 
that this chemical is missing, and 
they start telling all of your ner- 
ves, ‘I want a cigarette.’”’ 

Cigarette smoking is a habit. If 
someone smokes a pack a day, 
that’s 200 puffs a day, or 1,400 a 
week, 

“Tt becomes an automatic reac- 
tion,’’ said Barbara Newman, 
project director of Stanford Uni- 
versity’s Stop-Smoking Program, 
a research study examining how

“Basically, our approach is 
that we like to think they are sig- 
nals that your body is getting bet- 
ter from its long exposure to nico- 
tine,’’ she said. 

Of the 50 million smokers in 
the United States, Jones estimates 
that almost half try to quit each 
year. 

She said the number of U.S. 
smokers has been steadily declin- 
ing since the surgeon general’s re- 
port and the number of teen-age 
smokers has declined.

County considers hygiene 
rating system for diners 


The Contra Costa County 
Board of Supervisors recently 
gave provisional approval to a 
restaurant hygiene rating 
system being developed by 
county environmental health 
administrators. 

The proposed system would 
require the county’s approx 
imately 1,870 restaurants to 
post a card showing the grade 
given them by county health in- 
spectors for their level of com- posed rating plan and retun to 
pliance with regulations gover- the superivsors within 60 days 
ning food preparation, storage for final approval of the 
and cleanliness. system. 


Supervisors emphasized that 
the rating would have nothing 
to do with the quality of the 
food or service at restaurants. 
It also directed the county’s 
legal counsel to look into the 
possibility that the county 
could be sued for libel as a 
result of the rating system. 

The board authorized en- 
vironmental health staff to 
work out the details of the pro-

EL CERRITO — The fortunes 
of the El Cerrito High School 
girls basketball team were 
brightened considerably by the 
return of team leader Erika Hard- 
wick, who missed six weeks with a 
broken finger.

tera’’ into the showrooms at Ford 
dealerships across the country 
back in the early ’70s. 

Now his old connections are 
paying dividends again. He con- 
nected up with de Tomaso; then 
Chrysler purchased five percent 
interest in Maserati, which auto- 
matically formed an association 
to build and develop new pro- 
ducts. The TC is basically the first 
product of that relationship. 

Trying to keep costs within 
reason necessitated the use of 
some production tooling from 
Chrysler. This parts pooling fina- 
lly added up to using a modified 
K-car floor plan with an assembly 
of outside suppliers for the specia- 
list parts. 

The bodies are fabricated by 
Maserati at their Milan plant 
where they normally build Inno- 
centis for the European market.

Power-hungry drivers satisfied 


Using a Chrysler based power 
train even for the twin cam, four 
valve turbo motor, Maserati has 
carefully concocted a motor that 
integrates its power curve with the 
type of driving expected from its 
owners. The Maserati twin cam is 
available as a manual at present. 
Should you desire an automatic, 
then get the Chrysler 2.2 liter 
turbo four from the K-car line. 

The Maserati motor pumps out 
a gutsy 200 horsepower over 220 
foot pounds of torque. Both fig- 
ures mean power. The block and 
crank are from Chrysler and the 
head is from Maserati but cast in 
England by Cosworth. Internals 
include Mahle forged pistons, and 
the turbo for the 16 valve is a spe- 
cial THI RHB 52 attached to a 
specially tuned header exhaust 
system.

around the mid-130 mph mark. 
The auto version is slower, cut- 
ting a 0 to 60 mph time of around 
11 seconds with a top speed about 
10 mph slower than the manual. 

The front drive system is well 
refined, producing negligible tor- 
que steer from the beefy 200 horse 
motor. Slam the throttle to the 
floor and the TC just carts off the 
line straight and clean as you 
please. 


TC heck of a car 


I drove the TC for a day in and 
around the high desert mountains 
behind Palm Springs and across 
the freeway for several hundred 
miles. The more I drove it the 
more I enjoyed it, and after my 
day behind the wheel I have to say 
that the TC which has arrived on 
the market is not the car I expec- 
ted it would be — it’s a heck of a 
lot better. 

Route 243 to Idyllwild across 
the San Jacinto Mountains be- 
hind Palm Springs is one of the 
most scenic and challenging 
pieces of road in California. Its 
twists and hairpin turns climb up 
in two lanes to nearly 5,000 feet 
from the desert floor, providing 
just the right place to run a new 
vehicle through its paces. 

Up the mountain I pressed the 
TC along just as hard as I liked. It 
dances around a little, over some 
corner surface variations, but still 
kept all four corners firmly on the 
ground with the Maserati motor 
chuffing out its horses with only a 
little complaint at higher rpm. 


It points well, and like all front 
drives eventually starts pushing, at 
the limit. The suspension uses a 
control arm located up front on a 
Fichtel and Sachs coil spring 
strut, tied down with a tuned 
sway-bar. 


The rear suspension is very 
Chrysler, with two trailing arms 
locating a rigid rear axle which is 
sprung on coil springs and gas 
shocks.

Reader offers 
special mementoes 


“T was reading your column 
about Elizabeth Harman,’’ the 
elderly man’s voice on the 
telephone said. ‘‘And I wondered 
if she might be interested in some 
things I have left by my late wife, 
Georgia.’’ Then the story poured 
out of him. 

Robert Hulsey’s wife, Georgia, 
was mad about sewing — about 
fabrics and all the accouterments 
that go with the fashioning of 
clothing. 

Her hobby and her joy was to 
attend sales of fabrics. When 
manufacturers held fabric sales 
she would buy yards and yards of 
various fabrics in all patterns and 
colors. 

She did not stop at fabrics 
alone. At special sales she would 
purchase spools of thread, again 
of every possible color, and but- 
tons in all sizes and shapes. 

Hulsey said her buttons were all 
of very interesting materials — 
very few were plastic. Usually 
they were ‘‘the old fashioned 
kind.”’ 

‘The things that went into the 
construction of clothing in- 
terested her also. She had a sew- 
ing machine with every con- 
ceivable gadget on it. ‘‘It can do 
everything,’’ Hulsey said. 

There wasn’t anything that 
came out that she didn’t acquire. 

“‘Georgia,’’ he would ask, 
“‘What are you going to do with 
all of this stuff?’’ She would 
answer dreamily, ‘‘When I retire I 


am going to start making clothes 
for people.’’ She talked about 
designing the clothing herself us- 


ing the tremendous store of 
fabrics and buttons she had 
amassed. 


Tragically, Georgia died before 
she could fulfill her dream. 

“What am I going to do with 
all of this stuff?’’ Robert asked. 
“T have given a lot of it to people 
in her church but they can only 
use so much.”’ 

So it was that, having read 
about designer and merchant 
Elizabeth Harman, it occurred to 
him that she might be able to 
make use of these things that 
Georgia had so lovingly gathered 
in search of a dream that died 
with her. 

Robert Hulsey said he also will 
welcome inquiries from other in- 
terested people. He lives on 
Plymouth St. in the Richmond 
Annex. We are happy to pass the 
word for this very kind and sad- 
dened gentlemen.

for cruelty 


The State Humane Officers of 
Berkeley East Bay Humane Socie- 
ty want to remind the public that 
cruelty to animals is against the 
law and under new California 
legislation, neglect, the most com- 
mon form of cruelty, can incur 
penalties of up to $20,000. In ad- 
dition, extreme neglect can be 
considered a felony under these 
laws. 

Pet owners are required by law 
to provide adequate food, water, 
shelter and proper medical atten- 
tion to their charges. 

While the food and water needs 
are usually obvious, definitions of 
shelter are more arbitrary. Accor-
